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The  MacHardy  heiress  of  Invercauld,  head  of  the  clan, 
married  the  Farquharson  chieftain,  and  in  1595  a  Farquhar- 
son  heiress  married  a  MacKintosh  and  the  clans  of  McHardy- 
Farquharson  and  MacKintosh  combined  with  a  document 
signed  at  Invercauld,  the  MacHardy  fortress.  They  were 
“out"  in  the  first  Jacobite  uprising  of  1715,  but  were  “in" 
in  1745  when  “Colonel  Anne"  led  the  clan  for  “Bonnie 
Prince  Charles”  and  her  husband  Angus  MacKintosh  fought 
on  the  side  of  Hanover. 

In  a  moment  of  glory,  according  to  the  clan  folk-lore 
six  Farguharsons  under  Anne  routed  1500  English  at  Moy, 
and  as  a  reward  they  dropped  the  “Mac"  from  their  names 
because  "they  had  their  own  personal  glory  and  needed 
not  to  be  known  as  “son  of"  any  living  man,”  hence  the 
names:  Clark,  Elder,  Glenn,  Hardie,  Lyon;  all  Farquharson 
clansmen.  The  first  part  is  probably  true,  since  it  well  es¬ 
tablished  and  often  mentioned,  the  later  part  pure  con¬ 
jecture,  for  these  six  names  were  well  established  before 
Prince  Charles  arrived  on  the  scene. 


The  Farguharson  plaid  is  green  and  blue  with  small 
yellow  and  red  stripes,  their  crest  a  lion  issuing  from  a 
wreath  with  a  sword  in  his  dexter  paw.  Eventually  they 
joined  the  Clan  Chattan  which  has  headquarters  today  in 
London.
